They are ready about the 15th. or 20th. of May at a much lower rate. We will have the 
following varieties in coldframes. Valient, Rutgers, Marglohe and Stokesdale. 
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Field Grown Tomato Plants 


The main crop of tomato plants is sown in the open field. They are drilled thin so as te 
make good strong plants ahout eight to be, inches high. They will he ready the first week of 
June. We will make several sawings to keep a supply on hand throughout the entire season. 

You will notice that the price is lower on these plants owing to the lower cost of produc- 
ing them in the open éeld. 

We will grow the following varieties. John Baer, Marglobe, Rutgers, Stone, Garpen 
State, Stokesdale, Red Plum and Yellow Eggs. 


Broccoli, Lettuce, Brussel Sprouts and Beet Plants. 


Our first supply of these vegetable plants are the drilled plants from the cold frames. They 
are ready after the middle of April. After the middle 6f May we can fill orders from the 
freld grown plants at a lower rate. Will grow the following varteties. Lettuce: Big Boston, 
Romaine, New York and Iceherg.

Pepper plants are grown in cold frames only, as field grown plants would he entirely too 
late to be of any use, The Transplanted pepper plants will be ready hy May 15th, and 
the drilled plants by May 25th.at a muca lower rate.
